SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Monday, May 12‘, 2014, my partner (Officers Cox #133) and | (Officer 
Anderson #127) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
assigned to the bicycle team as B-6. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date at approximately 1200 hours, my partner (Officer Cox #133) 
and | (Officer Anderson #127) were conducting routine patrol in the 6300 block 
of Hollywood Boulevard. We were pedaling east bound on Hollywood Boulevard 
at Cahuenga Avenue when | observed a male black adult (Later identified as 
Shaheed, Nabil DOB: 06/08/83) standing on the northeast corner of Hollywood 
Boulevard and Cahuenga Boulevard. Shaheed was holding what appeared to be 
a dark glass bottle resembling a wine or champagne bottle. Shaheed then 
placed the bottle to his lips / mouth, tilted his head back and took a drink. 


We decided to make contacted with Shaheed to verify if he was drinking an 
alcoholic beverage in public. Upon making contact with Shaheed | observed him 
discard the bottle by dropping it on the ground behind him. | recognized the 
bottle to be an alcoholic champagne bottle (“Cooks” Champagne 5% Alcohol 
by Volume). 


ARREST: 


| advised Shaheed that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see

attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in Public). 


Shaheed started to walk / jog away from me. | advised Shaheed to stop 
continuously. Shaheed refused and continued to jog east bound on Hollywood 
Boulevard (North sidewalk). | then firmly gripped Shaheed’s right elbow joint 
with my left hand and firmly gripped Shaheed’s right wrist joint with my right 
hand (Escort position). Shaheed then pulled his right arm forcefully away 
causing me to lose my grip on Shaheed’s right arm. | continued to command 
Shaheed to stop resisting. Shaheed stated “ All this for a little drink!” | then 
positioned myself behind Shaheed and wrapped my left arm around Shaheed’s 
upper torso firmly gripping Shaheed’s right shoulder simultaneously placing my 
right hand at the small of Shaheed’s center lower back area. | then pulled 
Shaheed’s upper body backwards with my left arm while simultaneously 
pushing Shaheed’s lower back forward with my right hand, causing Shaheed to 
lose his balance. My partner then firmly grabbed Shaheed’s right arm by 
utilizing the escort position as | gently guided Shaheed to the ground in order 
for hand cuffing preparation. Shaheed was hand cuffed without further incident. 


| asked Shaheed if he had any injuries, questions or complaints. Shaheed 
Stated, “I’m sorry man | shouldn’t have ran. That wasn’t even mine. No man 
I’m not hurt.” 


| recovered the “Cooks” Champagne bottle where Shaheed discarded it on the 
ground and discovered it to be 187 ML, 5% alcohol by volume, ¥% full and cold 
to the touch. 

BID Unit FB-L-1 responded to our location to assist us with transporting 
Shaheed to LAPD Hollywood Station. | escorted Shaheed to the patrol vehicle, 
placed him in the rear passenger seat and seat belted him in. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


FB-L-1 transported Shaheed to LAPD Hollywood Station where LAPD Patrol 
Officer Agdeppa #41000 confirmed Shaheed’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. 
(California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Shaheed was issued a 
release from custody citation for the listed charge (RFC# D47387) by Officer 
Agdeppa and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 
South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 06/25/2014, at 0830 Hours with the 
approval of the Watch Commander SGT Vidal. 


ADDITIONAL: 
Shaheed has twelve prior contacts / arrest with B.I.D. Officers. 


Shaheed advised Officers that “Cooks” champagne was not his and 
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was given to him by a friend. 


EVIDENCE: 


The “Cooks” Champagne was disposed of by me.
